King Georg e of Eng land dec­ 
orated the Yank with the Eng lish 
Military Medal and the Aero club of 
France v oted him its Grand Gold 
medal.

Esca|>lng From Prison. 
The experience of one American 
member of another French unit is 
an example of the spirit of those

Sent 
to a prison camp, he determined to 
escape and to die in the attempt 
rather than to submit to recapture. 
Securing 
possession 
of a clasp 
knife, this American

armed sentry with two police dog s, 
he rushed the man Inspite of his 
shots and killed the enemy with the 
knife, afterward killing the dog s. A 
second sentry who came to the res­ 
cue of the fu-st was also killed by 
the» determined American. A third 
met the same fate. Eluding a fourth 
armed German, the American 
hid 
by day and trav elled by nig ht with 
ohlv such food as he could find in 
the'fields and the water of occasion­ 
al streams to quench 
his 
thirst 
After a week of suffering , the e.s- 
caping prisoner crawled throug h the 
battle lines and rejoined his unit. 
On Aug ust 18 . 1918 . Harold WilUs 
of the Laiav ette Escadrille was shot 
down behind the German lines and 
taken 
prisoner. 
Confined at

prison camp in Villeng en, Germany 
Willis found 
himself in 
company 
with sev eral other American av ia­ 
tors and Lieut. Isaacs of the United 
States nav y. Whispering ov er their 
plans in little g rours. the Americans 
slowly formed their plot for a g en­ 
eral break from the prison camp. A
